The deep wounds of War cannot be healed without Peace. Peace cannot 
come through Treaties and Covenants alone; it can only come through a 
new spirit of fellowship between all nations and all classes, All who are 
Christians know that the. one supreme source and centre of human fellow- 
ship is the Lord Jesus Christ. He came—He atill is in the midst of us— 
to make all men brothers under the one Fatherhood of God. The world 
must follow Christ before it can find Peace. He has given to His Church 
the trust of bearing witness before the world that He is its God-sent 
Saviour. Never was this witness more needed than at the present time in 
the world’s history. Never therefore was the call more clear to His Church 
to arise and give it. He Himself has told us the one prevailing evidence 
of its trath—the unity of His own disciples. “That they all may be one, 
that the world may believe that Thou hast sent Me.” 


But alas, the Church is divided. Its unity is broken. Ite divisions — 


belie its witness to the Truth, which alone can save the world. No 
_ Christian man or woman of this generation can be true to Christ* who 
does not eagerly and passionately pray and strive for the unity of the 


separated members of the. Body of Christ, “ the oy of the Spirit, in 


the bond of peace.” 
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Special Prayers on that day. 
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Moved by the world’s need as well as by the honour_of their Lord 


and of His Kingdom, Christians everywhere are seeking now as never 
before to cement their unity in Christ, and to manifest it to the world. 
A great desire is stirring the heart of Christendom, “A great wind is 
blowing over the whole earth.” It is the Breath of the Spirit of God! 

He seems to be bringing us now to a time when great ventures must 
either be made or refused in the cause of Christian Unity. ‘The stage of 
desire for Unity is passing into the stage of definite movements towards 
it. Bat the stage of movement towards union not only arouses great 
hopes, it also brings great difficulties. It compels men to face seriously 
and deliberately the differences which stand in the way. Within these 
differences are great principles. Behind them are great traditions. 
Around them are manifold prejadices. The prejudices must be conquered ; 
the traditions must be reconsidered ; but many of the principles must be 
preserved, for in them are Truths which are needed for the full life of 
the whole Church. 

It is here that we stand in strong and special need of the help of 
the Holy Spirit Who is within the Church to guide into all Trath. He 
who is the Spirit of Truth is also the Spirit of Unity. It is through a 
deeper and wider vision of Truth that He must now lead us to a fuller 
Unity. To our eyes the difficulties may seem great, even insuperable. 
Bat we dare not think that God can have led us thus far without being 
willing that we should have faith and courage to ventare further. Our 
difficulties must not be allowed to become excuses for faintheartedness or 
inaction. Let them be spurs to more ardent and persistent prayer 
through the Holy Spirit Who alone can guide us through them and 
beyond them, and can “show us things to come.” . 

Believing that a time has come, both of hope and of crisis, we send 
forth this Call to Prayer. We ask our fellow Christians everywhere to 
join together on Whit-Sunday in earnest entreaty to God the Holy Spirit 
that He will “raise up His power and come among us and)}with great 
might succour us” that the Church of Christ universally may blaze anew 
with the fire of the Holy Spirit; and rise above controversy to intensive — 
and. united presentation of the Gospel of Christ as the power of God 
unto Salvation one that believeth.
